Ayailable April 1st 


Albertans soon will be able to ob- 
tain portable birth certificates, 

This wags revealed Friday by 
Arthur Packiford, deputy registrar 
general for the department of vital 
statistics, in the announcement that 
on April 1, a new type of birth certi- 


ficate—about the size of the nation-|- 


al registration certificate, weather 
proof and almost indestructible—will 
be issued. 

Mr, Packford sald that Alberta 
was the second province to issue this 
modern type of certificate and, that 
eventually all provinces would fol- 
low suit. Ontario began issuing them 
in September, 

The new certificate is produced 
right in the offices of the vital sta- 
tistics branch and is fused into a 
plastic strip under 20,000 pounds 
pressure and 380 degrees of heat. The 
card cannot be removed without be- 
ing completely destroyed, said Mr. 
Packford, which eliminates the pos- 
ibility of changes on it. 

In addition to being far more handy 
for carrying, the card bears the re- 
cord number for verification purpos- 
es by the Family Allowance branch. 

He said that British Columbia 
would issue a similar type of certi-

’ A Bill to professionalize graduates 
from the.

This will mean that 
people such as District Agriculturiste 
will now be members of a profession 
known as agrologists; . 

A change in the Livestock Diseas- 
es Act deals with Bangs’ disease. It 
permits any buyer of cattle 10 days 
in which to discover whether the 
animals have Bangs’ disease, If the 
purchased animals have the disease, 
the buyer has 14 days to return the 
animal and get his money back. It is 
-hoped that this legislation will help 
‘to curb the spread of Bange’ disease 
and undulent fever, 

There will be a number of minor 
changes in the Blection Act. One of 
the more important changes is that 
figures only will be used in marking 
ballots in provincial elections, The 
voter will mark his first choice with 
the figure “1”, his second choice with

Lift Restrictions 
On Ice Cream 


After April 1 anyone can make as 
much ice cream, sherbet and process 
cheese as they wish with the res- 
cinding of three wartime orders of 
the dairy products board, the agri- 
culture department announced Satur- 
day. 

Rescinding of the orders also will 
reopen the dairy products manufac- 
turing field to newcomers who have 
been restricted from entering this in- 
dustry for the last three to four years 

Although manufacturers will be 
required to report the amount of ice 
cream mix, sherbet mix and process 
of emulsified cheese produced in the 
quarter year ending March 31, their 
future output will be governed only 
by the demand for their product, and 
the availability of raw supplies, the 
department said. 

Also rescinded, effective April 1, 
was the order prohibiting the addi- 
tion of any milk, cream or other 
dairy product to ice cream mix or 
sherbet mix either prior to or at time 
of freezing.

Vote $2,000,000 For 
District High 
ways 

More than $2,000,000 will be spent 
on district highways and local roads 
by the provincial government in 
1947 in its greatly increased road 
budget, according to figures compiled 
by the Alberta Motor Aasociation. 

The greatly increased appropria- 
tion is gratifying to the A.M.A. 
which has advocated larger expen- 
ditures on the provincial road sys- 
tem for many years, ‘The importance 
of local and market roads as feeders 
to the main routes is recognized. 

On capital account there is $1,260,- 

000 for district highways which - in- 
cludes $800,000 for roads in munici- 
pal districts. This is $810,000 more 
than the 1946 vote. 
_ On income account, the vote for 
district. highways and local roads is 
$900,000, an increase of $650,000. 
This vote includes $400,000 in spec- 
ial grants, which is an increase of 
$300,000 over last year. 

Thus it is evident that a consider- 
able program will be undertaken this 
year in improving the market and 
secondary roads which are guch an 
important part of the provincial 
system.
